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CRISIS ON THE FOURTH FLOOR

The problems of our law library have 
reached crisis proportions. In 1989, the 
Gourman Report, a U.S. publication, 
ranked our fine faculty third among 
Canadian law schools, behind U. of 
Toronto and U.B.C. A «significant fac- 
tor» in this number three ranking was our 
underfunded library. 

Since that report things have only dete- 
riorated further in our library’s funding, 
while U. of T. has just finished building a 
new law library for $16.5 million. The 
gap between McGill and the top law 
schools in the country will only continue 
to widen, unless something drastic oc- 
curs on the fourth floor of not-so-new 
Chancellor Day Hall.

The most underfunded area for our li- 
brary is collection development. 
McGill’s Librarian, Pat Young, has a 
tough task with repcct to the McGill col- 
lection because she s forced to keep up an 
extensive research base for both the 
common and civil law jurisdictions, as 
well as for our graduate programs in Air 
and Space Law, International Business 
Law, Comparitive Law, and Legal The- j 
ory. I

Meanwhile, the cost of serials, which 
form 84% of collection expenditures, is 
going through the roof. Prices of these 
serials have been rising at rates up to three 
times the rate of inflation, to the point 
where the average cost of one serial (one 
C.C.C., or D.L.R., say) is S 1 65.

$316,000 for collection development 
from McGill’s Director of Libraries, 
which was supplemented by around 
$58,000 in endowments and special gifts. 
However, to simply maintain its current 
list of serials, the library was forced to 
spend $423,000. This $50,000 overex- 
penditure was covered, as it has been the 
last few years, by the Director of Librar- 
I ies. Alarmingly though, Ms. Young feels 
I that the Director may not come through 
; again this year. 

If the law library has to eliminate its 
deficit by cutting spending on serials, 
Ms. Young will be forced to discontinue 
at least 25% of the current serial sub- 
scriptions in 1992. Remember, this is 
j 25% of our already inferior collection.

Crisis? What crisis? 

Even closer oi home for us students is the 
physical state of the library facilities. 
When the library was built in 1965-66, it 
was intended to serve the needs of up to 
250 students, and to house 100,000 vo- 
lumes. As is recorded in Ms. Young’s 
1991 Annual Report, the current student 
population is now approximately 625, 
and the law library’s collection now 
numbers about 248,000 volumes, includ- 
ing government documents. 

The library is now 95% full, and grows at 
a rate of 4% a year. The staff managed to 
buy an extra year’s growth last year, but 
only through a massive weeding out 
process. The scramble for space over the 
last 15 years has made life in the library 
increasingly unpleasant for staff and stu- 
dents alike. For instance, the renovation 
that removed the central staircase in the 
library, in order to save space, are appar- 
ently to blame for the abominably poor 
ventilation and temperature control on 
floors 3 through 6. 

So what do we do? One answer is to 
accept that McGill does not have the 
funds to maintain an adequate legal col- 
lection on hand. Instead, we could 
change our view of the library to one 
where it is primarily responsible for co- 
ordinating information on microfiche, 
and for arranging for the borrowing of 
any printed materials that are needed 
from other libraries. 

Fortunately, we don’t appear ready to 
travel the road - yet. As you probably 
have heard, McGill is organizing a Capi- 
tal Funds Campaign, and some cash 
appears to be on the way. Jane Lalondc,

the Development Officer for the faculty 
of Law, has done a terrific job in gather- 
ing support for a revamped law library 
among faculty and the administration. 

The library is now the official top fund- 
raising priority for the Faculty of Law, 
and the Capital Funds Campaign has 
approximately $8.5 million for a new law 
library, and $930,000 cash for serials and 
books. There is an additional target of 
$3.2 million for a library collection en- 
dowment. 

The plan is to build an entirely new li- 
brary, on the site of the ratty apartment 
building just above OCDH. New Chan- 
cellor Day Hall is to be reserved exclu- 
sively for classrooms and offices. The 
extent of the features offered by this new 
library will depend on the amount of 
money raised, but they could include 
mooting rooms, closed carrels for gradu- 
ate students, a reading room, a computer 
lab, an A. V. room, and space for a larger 
collection. The aim is to provide seating 
for 65% of the students which is the norm 
for U.S. law schools, and a better work- 
ing environment and ventilation system. 

So when do they start digging? The 
capital campaign is only in the «pre- 
campaign phase», with the international, 
public phase due to be launched in Sep- 
tember 1993. The pre-campaign phase 
involves a soliciting of the internal 
McGill community: students, faculty, 
staff, advisory and governing boards. 
The campaign is .scheduled to last from 3 
to 5 years, and no construction will begin 
until McGill knows where all the private 
funds arc coming from. We probably 
won’t see this thing in our McGill life- 
times, in other words.

However, in the words of Ms. Lalonde, 
«Student participation in the McGill 21st 
Century Fund is crucial. Student support 
sends a powerful message to other pro- 
spective supporters outside of the 
immediate McGill family - alumni, cor- 
porations, foundations and other 
«friends» of McGill. In the last capital 
campaign a major foundation had 
committed $2 million to the construction 
of the new athletics facility. When the 
students pledged $4 million to the build- 
ing, the local foundation increased their 
contribution to $4 million to match that of 
the students. The new law library will 
have to be built with law money, not with 
government or general McGill funds. 

The faculty also appears fully prepared to 
dotheirpart. In the 1983-86 capital funds 
campaign, the Law Faculty had the high- 
est participation rate on the campus: 
95%. 

Our highly esteemed L.S.A. president, 
Greg David, is the law faculty represen- 
tative to the McGill 21st Century Fund 
standing committee. This committee is 
to decide how best to hit up the student 
body for bucks. If you have any fundrais- 
ing ideas for the library, however zany, 
please contact me or Greg in the L.S.A. 
office. In the meantime, stay tuned for a 
Library Crisis Coffee House, as a starting 
point. 

We as students have to demonstrate to 
alumni and the administration that we 
care about our deteriorating library. 
Even if we won’t be around to enjoy a 
revamped library, we will be the ones 
stuck with a highly devalued McGill 
degree if nothing is done about the crisis 
on the fourth floor.
